virtue initiative. General Phil Sheridan thought 
any rate, according some remarks Mr. 
Augustus Thomas his autobiographic book, “The 
Print Remembrance” (Scribners, 1922). 
“The Mr. Thomas writes, had made 
study the Franco-Prussian War. “As the result 
his observations thought German 
soldiers could, equal terms, conquer those 
any other nation except the American; that the 
American’s superiority lay initiative. Other 
soldiers seemed act only upon command; the 
American also obeyed, but added his obedience 
the individual activity starting frontier fashion 
essential things for himself without waiting for the 
word. Sheridan’s belief, political freedom and 
its responsibility had produced better unit.” And 
then Mr. Thomas significantly adds: “Phil should 
have been Chateau Thierry.

And does not and cannot attain 
the perfection religious obedience until brings 
its practice generous measure initiative. 
Saint John Baptist Salle, tyro assuredly 
the spiritual life, insisted, among other things, that 
religious obedience should “cordial and affection- 
Now cordiality and affection executing 
commands imply their very nature the exercise 
initiative; they imply adherence less the let- 
ter which killeth than the spirit which giveth 
life. 


Let take very homely and familiar instance 
religious obedience. You are told your su- 
perior prepare guest chamber for visiting 
celebrity. Certain specific details are indicated, per- 
but before you have well undertaken the work 
you find arising any number unforeseen circum- 
stances that demand instant decisions. Here 
where your initiative must come in. Should those 
picture frames lowered? Should the position 
the bureau changed? Should the typewriter 
equipped with new ribbon? Should 
quality stationery supplied? Such are the 
problems you face the fact your charge and 
you have implied permission deal with them. 
The way which you solve them, the fact that 
you try solve them all, indicates the extent 
and the quality your initiative.

relates that young married couple once visited 
religious community men and brought their little 
baby along with them.

After all, what goodly 
part scholarship not the facility for getting 
farther and farther away from the beaten paths and 
the cultivated fields, picking our solitary way 
through the selva oscura Dante’s vision unvexed 
lion, leopard and wolf, descending, may be, into 
dismal depths and scaling purgatorial mountains 
until, breathing atmosphere clean and rare, 
are vouchsafed vision the stars? Without 
initiative, without resourcefulness, without true 
self-dependence, the journey may not essayed, 
and the seeker must content himself with the com- 
monplace, the obvious, the familiar; 
come naught but echo real men’s thoughts, 
neither spirit nor spirk. For the delights the 
paradise true scholarship are not for him who 
has made the great refusal.

The worst evil usual- 
done official who lacks initiative that 
his mental attitude, his example, his very presence 
tend most urgently stifle the initiative those 
subject his domination. the law 
contraries, certain specially endowed individuals 
wax strong such atmosphere and develop 
initiative proportion the leader has not; but 
they are exceptions and not numerous; certainly 
they are not typical.

become self-appointed observers, thereby gaining 
greater efficiency which might otherwise nihil.

teaching world were see the key its efficien- 
tritely written. attempting collect our 
various requirements, find own inability 


reduce them expressive formulae and 


brief space. Yet can not doubt that the ele- 
ments success exist and that 100% Efficiency 
may approached with more less certainty 
through careful regard for details, some which 
follow. 

One the great heads under which sub-heads 
and sub-divisions Efficiency might placed 
that Management, which prime factor 
Teaching Efficiency. few exceptions, teach- 
ers are supplied with the materials with which 
work, both animate and inanimate, but rests with 
the teacher direct and correlate all the forces en- 
gaged, that is, the teacher’s responsibility 
manage all forces that each may produce the best 
which intrinsically capable. Many factors 
enter into the practical word “Management”. Mr. 
Edward Earle Purinton, Efficiency Expert and 
author “Efficiency Living”, most inspiring 
lecture gives many suggestions which might 
admirably adopted schoolroom efficiency. 
says: “Do not get wrong This need 
only suggestion the teacher train the child 
habits concentration, independence, honesty 
and perseverance his study. The teacher should 
see that the child provided with suitable equip- 
ment and environment. the usual experience 
most teachers find condition among pupils 
whereby the habit borrowing material strongly 
developed. Many pupils any particular grades 
come class work, relying upon the others sup- 
ply working materials, pencils, pens, ink, erasers, 
blotters, paper and on. The time lost and con- 
fusion created not easily estimated. Surely the 
teacher should manage such condition that 
may quickly only part the past. Mr. Purin- 
ton, his advice, says: “You will render your 
study more powerful observing the law which 
demands that lesson finished without inter- 
ruption—-the student must not break delicate 
thread thought jumping and running off 
get forgotten pencil, paper clip other tools 
study.” The confusion caused exchanging 
paper the school room may equal that 
caused the old-fashioned slate which has been 
abolished, among other reasons, for its noise and 
efficiency lessening. Some may consider that loss 
time and confusion created this way are 
overlooked, yet when consider the time-sav- 
ing devices the market today, realize how 
important the world values few extra moments. 
The school should prepare the child for 
not this instance? “The Point View”, 
Scribner’s Magazine, March, 1922, has exception- 
ally fine little article, “No False Notions, De- 
lays”, which pays wonderful tribute the meth- 
training the child time- and confusion-sav- 
ing, well conservation energy. 

environment, our modern buildings are re- 
lieving the teacher much this respect, yet 
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few details may not misplaced this time. 
Annoying features such clattering ink wells, 
loose desk seat, rough spot the floor which 
might easily remedied, movable chairs 
shifted ease, are annoying features which are 
best corrected the earliest time. Squeaking 
doors and noisy radiators may detract the attention 
whole class.

What are 
they receiving How are these plastic minds being 
moulded the vapid attempts novelty and daring 
intrusion upon holy ground? What inspiration they 
find for moral uplift and education? For the most part 
what are the one act plays that recently have come 
sharply the fore? With few exceptions, they are the 
tainted views the sophisticated and vain, rather than 
the experiences the wise. With scant humility the 
exponents modern art (?) cast their wares clever- 
ness into the balance with true greatness, weighed 
and found wanting not alone form and content, but 
most especially spiritual inspiration, which their authors 
arrogantly deplore hindrance Art’s true expres- 
sion. Even condemned our Shakespeare, because 
this moral appeal. But Shakespeare endures, and con- 
science, too, each and everyone his characters: active 
king and peasant, saint and villain; each and every- 
one, this seer human beings bids dictate its mandates, 
the murderer perpetrating his crimes, 
reckoned with; the prudent and kindly, friend full 
counsel and reward. 

his utter disregard for the moral, his separation 
the natural from the spiritual, the modernist cleaves the 
human being twain and falsely presents mained 
creature clay, that lacks the power resist, and the 
inspiration that informs its lowly sister. The motive 
hard understand. incentive good accompanied 
the presentation evil, one might excuse the method. 
Obviously but morbid enjoyment certain grim 
facts Life, not interpretation true portrayal 
Life its completeness human and spiritual. 
indeed, this great flood plays that threatens 
inundate the world the play that makes its appeal 
the spirit, that aims catch the conscience. 

everywhere proven that there form ex- 
pression attractive the human the drama: witness 
our overcrowded theatres contrast the empty art 
and small, though select, gatherings that listen 
musical programs: therefore how far reaching its 
influence for good and evil and how very carefully our 
Catholic youth should trained choose and discrimi- 
nate between the idle and vicious, and that which inspires 
higher things! This does not mean that one must 
over-serious: side-splitting comedy may leave lesson 
lasting value. Youth the time impress the prin- 
ciples truth, purity, courage and self-sacrifice; and the 
most powerful medium for this the Play. Since Life 
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the chief business the human family that which 
portrays Life wins heart interert from all mankind, 
cach one viewing the range his own vision: some 
considering its worth from material standards, others 
valuing the light the spirit, which light Youth 
should trained view it. 


The play instinct inherent the human and seeks 
expression almost with first speech; accompanied 
the impulse mimicry, and thus dramatics begin. “Let’s 
play “Let’s play store!” mother; you'll 
shopkeeper!” Thus the child creates detail from 
Life that has observed and reproduces for his own 
and for the pleasure others, and thus the Play. 
the expression his interest the world that knows 
goes until the little actor ready for school. With 
what happy heart enters into the kindergarten frolics 
make-believe, and with never flagging interest, 
the fairy plays the primary older 
grown and greater experience, due ever widening 
powers observation, our now grown Youth, capable 
deeper feeling, enters into the realm true drama. Here 
the time when wise direction and careful choice 
material are necessary. This the time catch the 
conscience. 

appreciation good drama should taught the 
early course school life, for besides that aids Youth 
break the bounds self, develop greater ease and 
grace manner, cultivate more perfect speech, 
powerful influence the world thought and action. 
The Catholic school should the vanguard recog- 
nizing the importance the Play the school curriculm, 
our young people are fortified against the influence 
the materialists that practically control the stage 
today, and through the stage, the world. 

Fortunately the play instinct, spoken above, 
most helpful force the teacher the development 
the child educationally. call attention personal 
shortcomings make Youth more awkward and self- 
conscious; but aid him, through the medium the 
Play, evercome himself more pleasant and altogether 
more successful. When interest flagging the lesson 
period, the burden the teacher may lightened 
the introduction the play scheme. The history lesson, 
the lesson language, art science—all may made 
subjects for plays and thus the restless mind Youth 
interested and engaged. But the real play quite 
another thing, bringing greater results than the mere 
interest the mind given subject, and time spent 
upon dramatic development well spent, because the 
value noble mesage mind and heart and the 
cultivation careful diction, expressive voices and 
bodies, ease and grace manner that shows perfect 
possession self. 


Wise discrimination the choice plays most es- 
sential, especially our Catholic schools where spiritual 
training never lost sight of, but goes hand hand with 
secular. short time ago there was dearth good 
material for school performance, few and very in- 
appropriate were the things offered. Today, however, 
there increasing list worthwhile plays, especially 
for the younger children. one advances into the 
higher grades, where, indeed, the conscience consid- 
eration never lest sight of, the number plays 
meet the requirements the maturing mind the boy 
girl meagre indeed Many despairing hour has 
the conscientious teacher school dramatics sat ponder- 
ing over this problem which play choose, until 
goaded the failure her futile search through long 
files catalogued plays, she has taken her pen 
create for herself according her needs. Necessity, the 
mother invention, like all mothers kind; hence 
have steadily increasing list good plays that may 
readily obtained, and more are promised for all grades. 

Indeed, the future most encouraging its promise 
all kinds cultural and inspiring school plays; but 
while seeking that which appropriate, must avoid 
the insipid and colorless that defeats its own purpose, and 
seek the strong and consistent, and the true life 
revealed us. This choice need not necessarily seri- 
ous. may bright comedy, brim full fun; may 
something pathetic bordering the tragic; but what- 
ever be, let chosen for the influence possesses 
impress the mind and heart Youth with the enduring 
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lessons purity, courage and sacrifice; let chosen 
for the power holds deepen his sympathy for man- 
kind, widen his vision. should teach him how 
discriminate between the false and true values Life, 
and thus prepare him meet and combat the exaggerated 
and scandalous portrayals that are flooding the amateur 
and professional stage our day, productions full 
ungodly wisdom and false valuation. 

The demand for plays for special occasions the most 
urgent:—the Christmas, Easter, New Year play, 
ihe historical play, the festival, and last but means 
least, the Commencement play. the Christmas play 
there are many kinds, religious and otherwise; New Year 
offers much the same; Easter always serious, reveren- 
tial artistically keeping with the season; but the 
Commencement play all these and more, too. Com- 
mencement the time all ripe Youth’s young life: the 
step from his “little theatre” out onto the stage the 
world, there assume his role the great masterpiece, 
Life. Commencement the time catch his conscience, 
urge him listen its dictates and consult 
tried and trusted friend critical and bewildering mo- 
ments. Modern plays for this occasion are woefully 
scarce, often necessary turn the classics for 
material worthy the event. Shakespeare the treas- 
ure-store for the young graduate: Shakespeare, easy 
comprehend, with his rich gems thought set 
beautiful phrases, his wealth imagination and sublime 
inspiration. enact role Shakespeare valuable 
experience and one that leaves its lasting imprint. 

The play for the high school should chosen for ar- 
tistic, ethical and literary merit and the thoughtful di- 
rector will make his choice accordingly when examining 
the pile worthless stuff, search the play suitable 
maturing Youth. 

The coming Everyman, score more years ago, 
gave inspiration the manifold Morality plays that have 
served well school work, but our present day seems 
somewhat too sophisticated for their very simple lessons. 
well written and unique development its theme 
(the journey the soul through life), the Morality play 
offers much that good for school work. There are 
complexities character baffle the young mind hence 
there follows clear presentation that which 
thoroughly understood. 

The Pageant pictorial play offers great opportuni- 
ties when numbers are considered. Here chance 
for great variety expression singing, dancing, speak- 
ing artistic pose and groupwork. Besides this, the theme 
always inspiring—celebrating some worthy event 
foundation. 

Historic, patriotic festival plays are happily adapted 
school use that they picture important events and 
personages and impress the enduring value noble deeds. 

The play Magic is, perhaps, the most fascinating 
all for old and young. every age love borne 
away from the world real things into the realm 
fancy where alluring grotesque creatures weave their 
spells about and teach us, their quaint and simple 
way, the meaning good and evil. This type play 
offers great possibility for interesting development the 
future.

SHAKESPEARE’S DUAL PERSONALITY. 


The year of 1923 marks the tercentenary of the publication of 
the first folio of the works of William Shakespeare. 


(Continued from June Issue) 


Shakespeare’s early dramas brought him the outset 
reputation man letters; for, though already known 
London promising actor and successful playwright, 
word his dramatic composition had seen the light day. 
His first appeal the world readers was when 1593 
issued his own name his Venus and Adonis and his Lucrece 
year later. these poetic tales first impressed studious 
contemporaries with the fact his mighty genius. The 
poetic flow the narration, the sweetness the verse, and 
the graphic imagery disarmed, even the part serious 
minds, any censure the licentious treatment the theme. 
the contrary critics vied with each other the exuber- 
ance the which they proclaimed that the fortu- 
nate author had gained permanent place the summit 
Parnassus. 

Gabriel Harvey, scholarly critic those days, has rec- 
orded the respective impressions made the two poems upon 
the public: “The younger sort take much delight Venus 
and Adonis, while Lucrece pleases the wiser sort. was 
these poems that first drew Edmund Spencer, the greatest 
his poetic contemporaries, into the ranks the dramatist’s 
admirers. the following lines greets him under the 
name Aetion, Greek term for eagle: 

“And there, though last not least Aetion; 
gentler shepherd may where found, 

Whose muse, full high thought’s invention 
Doth, like himself, heroically sound.” 

The last line manifestly alludes the dramatist’s surname, 
Shakes-Spear, which Ben Jonson also refers the words: 
“his true—filed have the power lance brandished 
the eyes ignorance.” surely see the Bard Avon 
Shake his Spear the eyes the Bacomians when they 
compare the feeble verses the Lord Chancellor with the 
rich melifluous flow the “poets’ king.” 

Most unfortunate for the devotees Baconism the fact 
that authentic examples the Viscount St. Albans’ attempts 
versification, which thought good enough publish, 
have been preserved volume metrical versions 
certain Psalms. They form the crowning argument against 
Baconian theorists. satisfy the readers curiosity, 
snatch few lines from his version Psalm CXXVI: 

“When God gracious'y 

Unto our native land, 

And maze stand. 

The heathen likewise they could say: 

The God that these men serve, 

Hath done great things for them this day, 
Their nation preserve.” 

That man who excelled prose should think highly 
such effusions and publish them one year before his death 
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1626, seems indeed extraordinary, and undoubted 
proof his lack poetic spirit and imagination. They 
seem but carefully accented verses one slowly measuring 
his words fit his metre, and might pass for the academic 
exercise some Freshman. Hence, see how Aubrey, 
contemporary, could say Bacon’s book verses: “In this 
work his piety more commended than his poetry.” 
Says Horace: not enough combine well-chosen 
words well-ordered line.” The difference between the 
barren and lifeless efforts Bacon appear abysmal men 
letters when contrasted with the beautiful life-breathing 
poetry the Bard whose 

“Eye fine frenzy rolling 

Doth glance from earth, from earth 

And imagination bodies forth 

The forms things unknown, the poet’s pen 

Turns them shape, and gives airy nothing 

local habitation and name.” 


may sum the verdict all literary men the words 
Sir Sidney Lee: examples Bacon’s efforts 
write poetry prove beyond all possibility contradiction 
that, great was prose writer, was incapable 
penning any the poetry assigned Shakespeare. Hence 
the great New Cambridge History English Literature has 
excluded the Baconian hypothesis from its pages.” 

This absolute incapacity Bacon’s penning the poems 
Shakespeare, which, besides Venus and Adonis, and Lucrece 
comprise one hundred and fifty-four sonnets 
shorter verses—all proofs superior craftmanship, fact 
evident any one not biasly blinded, and goes far towards 
disclosing the one real personality behind the works Shake- 
speare and that none other than the Bard Avon him- 
self. These are the stern facts before us: the one side 
you have Bacon’s undoubted book verses, which one 
has thus far ambitioned appropriate, and the other, 
Shakespeare’s larger volume poems, which are undoubtedly 
his; for. beyond dispute are the historic facts that, after 
circulating them for few years among his friend manu- 
script his own handwriting, gave them the public 
printed form under his own name author and personal 
dedication one his noble patrons. man literary 
culture can take these two books and compare them, 
weighing them works the poetic art without coming 
the same sane conclusion that all literary men have reached— 
the conclusion that both books cannot possibly have one and 
the same author. 

From such conclusion, pass another 
important fact: the author Venus and Adonis and the other 
poems ane and the same the creator Shakespeare’s 
dramatic works. both are internal evidences over- 
whelming mass words, phrases, similes, turns thought 
and other characteristics, which, abounding the earlies 
poems, are duplicated the later dramas. Such evidence, 
perhaps light appeal the uninitiated, overpowering 
literary critics repute, and has led them maintain that 
Shakespeare, who the undoubted author the poems, 
likewise the creator the dramas. 

Moreover, another important proof indestruction the 
imaginary dual personality concealed behind Shakespeare’s 
works, and one that, are aware, has been neglected 
critics, and, indeed, naturally, since they are non-Catholic, 
the difference religion Shakespeare and the Viscount 
St. Albans, and the influence which consciously uncon- 
religion commonly exercises upon the minds 
authors. 

This influence quasi necessary factor; for man writes 
soul and body, his mind swayed truth error, his will 
dominated virtue vice, his heart pulsating with 
human emotions, sympathies and antipathies, and subject 
the social, religious and political conditions his times. 
body forth writings his inmost thoughts and feelings, 
they will tinctured his religious principles which in- 
fluence his life and views and sentiments. For says Carlyse: 
speaking Bacon’s era, “Religion then, now and 
always is, was the soul and practice, the primary and vital 
fact man’s life. 

Now granting this, how differently was verified the 
life and writings Shakespeare and the Lord High Chan- 
Whether Bacon was rationalist heart be- 
liever has been disputed. statesman, was avowed 
adherent the new religion, Erastian, maintaining the 
subjection the Church the State. His uncle, Elizabeth’s 
prime minister, was savage persecutor Catholics, and his 
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favor, like other fawning courtiers, eager for preferment, 
Bacon cultivated subserviency. The religion the nephew 
was the religion his uncle, Burleigh, man most hated 
all Catholics. Never words, action, privately publicly, 
no, not even his many writings did Bacon ever exhibit the 
least wistful fondness for the old and presecuted religion. 

How different all this was the Bard Avon? His was 
the faith his fathers, the faith the Crusaders, the faith 
“old Merry England,” and cherished mind and 
heart with loyalty and warmth affection could not 
repress his writings even the face iminent danger. 
This Catholic characteristic the dramatist heightened 
from its utter absence the life and writings Lord 
impelled non-Catholic write: “Shakespeare was the 
noblest product medieval Catholicism. The Catholic faith 
(says Carlyle) which was the theme Dante’s song, had 
produced this practical life which Shakespeare was sing.” 

Though Bacon was giant mental powers, was 
pigmy the moral order. The outstanding characteristic 
his life, history says, was led him 
into diverse paths dishonor which sacrificed his 
truest friend, flouted virtue, and turned the highest courts 
into shambles injustice where judgments were bartered 
the highest bidder. pass over his exposure, trial and 
sentence which brought obloquy upon his honored name. Had 
studied Shakespeare’s great tragedies might have saved 
his honor. them would have learned how the high 
and the low, the poet picturing virtue its true attractive 
colors, and exposing vice its horribly appalling nature, like 
Nemesis, brings the just their merited reward and the 
unjust’ their deserved punishment. 

Moreover Bacon’s base ingratitude his best friend 
striking contrast with its opposite Shakespeare. When 
despair preferment his uncle, joined opposition the 
party the Earl Essex, the latter heartily espoused his 
interests court and enriched him with large benefactions. 
But this disinterested kindness Bacon repaid with shameful 
ingratitude. When his hour darkness and desolation 
the life Essex was stake the charge high treason, 
Bacon was his the sympathizing friend 
cheer, comfort, and console, but the accusing fiend, 
condemn,—as the heartless executioner, bind and 
manacle the victim and cast him “to the lions.” For such base 
ingratitude, known posterity “the wiset and the 
meanest mankind.” 

Ingratitude Shakespeare was “monstrous,” “sharper than 
serpent’s marble hearted fiend more hideous 
than sea monster.” was him the vilest stain upon 
man’s character. Contrary Bacon, his loyalty and service 
friends, biographers note, was the pre-eminent trait 
the “sweet and gentle Shakespeare.” see instance 
his service true friendship for his dramatic rival, 
Ben Jonson. When his own company rejected Jonson’s plays, 
Shakespeare graciously took them up, and personally produced 
them his theatre. When later his friend was languishing 
prison penalty killing man duel, the poet man- 
aged set him free. Mourning the death his faithful 
friend, Jonson wrote: love the man and honor his memory 
this side idolatry. was honest, and open and 
free nature.” 

Now, unpardonable blindness had the hardihood 
smirching Shakespeare’s noble nature ascribing him 
the two outstanding traits—self-aggrandizement and base in- 
gratitude—which stain the Lord Chancellor’s character, what 
up-roar from millions upon millions Shakespearean 
readers would deafen our ears protest against such pro- 
fanation the memory the “gentle Shakespeare,” his, 
whose life and writings are violent contradiction. Well, 
prefer sing harmonious chorus rather than 
discord, and especially accept the forceful argument 
universal consent, bow before that possible 

Pausing fine, and recalling all have said, think 
that when the mists, which often obscure men’s vision, shall 
roll away, shall see looming behind the works 
Shakespeare, not two personalities, but one sole 
form standing out the luminous sunshine,—the Bard 
Avon, loved during life, mourned his death, and thereafter 
his immortal works enshrined forever the grateful 
memory mankind.

PRIESTS, CANONS, PASTORS, ASSISTANTS, 
CHAPLAINS 


The next subtopic studied under No. marked 
the Outline that Priests. The word priest comes 
from Greek word npeobutepos presbuteros which meant 
“elder”. Among the Jews the Old Law, the elders 
formed kind council, but had sacerdotal power; 
was they who took council with the chief priests cap- 
ture Our Lord, but the word priest now use it, 
means the minister Divine service, the principal act 
which the Eucharistic Sacrifice, the figure and renewal 
that Calvary. This priesthood has two degrees: the 
first, total and complete belongs the bishop, who has 
the fullness the priesthood, and administers all the 
sacraments. The second degree belongs the priest 
(presbyter) who his priestly ordination has received 
the power offer sacrifice for the living and the dead, 
forgive sins bless, preach, sanctify. the 
exercise these functions, however, subject the 
authority the bishop whom has promised canoni- 
cal obedience; certain cases even requires not only 
authorization, but real jurisdiction, particularly forgive 
sins and take care souls. Although the word origi- 
nally meant elder ancient, this primitive meaning was 
soon lost. The documents antiquity show 
priests the permanent council, the auxiliaries the 
bishop, whom they surround and aid the solemn func- 
tions Divine Worship. 


Two Classes Priests 


Secular Priests. 

Regulars. 

Secular priests are called from the Latin word 
saeculum, meaning the world, which religious termin- 
ology used contra-distinction the cloister, because 
they, the secular priests live the world, though they are 
not the world, but are consecrated God’s service 
ordination the priesthood. the moment receiving 
the tonsure, man enters the clerical state, and 
longer counted among the laity. What deep signifi- 
cance the word clerical assumes when reflect that 
comes from the Greek word krnoos “cleros” which means 
“lot”. The Pontificale Romanum refers clerics 
being whose “lot” the Lord Himself and St. 
Jerome explicitly derives the name from this fact. Secular 
priests may possess and dispose property and material 
things like laymen living the world, and though they 
owe canonical obedience the bishop whose diocese 
they belong, they are not bound the religious vows. 
The secular clergy, which the hierarchy essentially re- 
sides, always take precedence the regular clergy 
equal rank. 

Regulars comes from the Latin word “regula” meaning 
rule. The observance the Rule St. Benedict pro- 
cured for the monks early period the name “Regu- 
lars”. The word Regulars means strictly, members re- 
ligious orders with solemn vows. according 
the Constitution Gregory XIII, those who have taken 
simple vows the Society Jesus are also regulars 
the proper sense the word. are not all 
agreed the question, whether the religious other 
orders can properly called regulars before solemn pro- 
fession. 

Every cleric must belong either some diocese 
some religious community, the new Code Canon 
Law says that vagrant clerics are not all recognized. 
reception the first tonsure, cleric ascribed 
“incardinated” the diocese for the service which 
promoted. The tonsure now conferred beginning 
the first year Theology the seminary. neces- 
sary for valid incardination cleric into another dio- 
cese that his own bishop grant him letters perpetual 
and unconditional and that the bishop 
receiving him likewise issues letters perpetual and un- 
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conditional incardination. The letters excardination 
and incardination must signed the bishops. Rev. 
Charles Augustine, B., his Commentary the 
New Code Canon Law summarizes the new legislation 
incardination and excardination follows:

clerical title ordination meant the assurance 
honorable subsistence for him who wishes receive 
Holy Orders. The interval left between first tons- 
ure and portership, and between each the minor orders 
left the discretion the bishop, but one must 
acolyte one year before receiving the subdiaconate, 
which may not conferred before the end the third 
year theology, nor the diaconate before commencing the 
fourth year theology, while the priesthood can re- 
ceived only after the beginning the second semester 
the fourth year. never lawful without special 
papal permission confer minor orders with the sub- 
diaconate, two sacred orders the same day; nor 
allowable confer first tonsure with minor orders 
the same time. Subdeaconship cannot given before 
the completion his twenty-first year, nor deaconship 
before the completion the twenty-second year.

Pastors—Irremovable, Movable 


The word Pastor comes from the Latin “pastor” mean- 
ing shepherd. pastor priest whom parish 
has been given the bishop, and whose duty 
attend the care souls and under the authority 
the bishop. With the exception parishes reserved 
the Holy See, the right appointing and investing 
parish priests belongs the Ordinary the diocese. 
For parishes entrusted religious order, the respective 
superior who exercises that right under the Constitutions, 
shall present priest his community the Ordinary 
the diocese, who shall invest him. Not all pastors 
have the same stability office. Those who have greater 
stability are called irremovable; those who have lesser 
degree stability are called movable pastors. parish 
priest obtains his “cura animarum” care souls from 
the moment takes canonical possession his parish, 
before which time must make the profession 
faith prescribed the sacred canons. Pastors belonging 
religious communties are always, far the indi- 
vidual person concerned movable, and they can 
removed pastors, both the will the Bishop notify- 
ing the superior, also the will the superiors notify- 
ing the Bishop. Both the Bishop and the religious su- 
perior have equal rights and the one does not need the 
consent the other, nor does the one have give the 
reason the other.

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CATHOLIC EDUCATORS ANNOUNCE CATHOLIC 
SCHOOL POSITION 

the final meeting the annual session the Cath- 
olic Educational Association convention, Cleveland, 
Ohio, the following declaration principles was unan- 
imously adopted: 

republic such ours cannot sustained without 
intelligent citizenship. essential for the well- 
being the Republic that sufficient provision should 
made for the education all children the nation. 

“Religion less than secular knowledge necessary 
for the worthy discharge the duties citizenship. 
not enough know what good and right; the will 
must motivated the doing the good and the right, 
and the motives which have most cogent influence de- 
termining the will worthy action are ultimately based 
upon religion religious principles. 

“More than three-quarters century ago, Archbishop 
Hughes pointed out that while the Sunday School might 
suffice for non-Catholics means providing religious 
instruction for their children, could not suffice for Cath- 
matter both principle and experience 
Catholics have consistently held that only the reg- 
ular school that the Catholic Faith and Catholic principles 
morality can adequately taught their children. 
Even before the establishment our Republic, Catholics 
had already built schools and laid the foundations the 
existing wide-spread system parish schools. The par- 
ish school system thus antedates the State-supported pub- 
lic school system. 

“Catholics have built their parish schools out 
their own funds, funds which were contributed mem- 
bers the Church generally. They support these schools 
the same way. They thus pay double educational 
tax, part for the education their children their own 
schools and part for the upkeep the public schools. 
They have done this and have borne the financial sacri- 
fices involved, order safeguard their inalienable reli- 
gious rights. 

“Legislative measures prohibit attendance schools 
other than the public schools, strike fundamental rights 
Catholics men and citizens. Such measures would 
render practically impossible the instruction and training 
Catholic children their faith accordance with their 
parents’ obligations. This would religious persecution. 

“Catholics regard the education their children their 
own parish schools not privilege, but funda- 
mental right. This right based upon the natural author- 
ity and duty parents. results from the fact parent- 
hood, anterior the rights the State the matter 
education and would persist even our present political 
society were done away with. 

“Denominational schools, like all private schools, rep- 
resent the principle personal liberty, the liberty each 
individual engage any honest occupation action 
which not inconsistent with the rights others 
prejudicial the State. The attempted suppression 
such schools involves the gravest danger for our coun- 
try, for that extent, denial and attempted 
suppression the principle personal liberty The 
records the Catholic schools are clear and beyond ques- 
tion. They challenge study and comparison. regards 
curriculum and teaching methods, our schools not dif- 
fer materially from the public schools. Catholic teachers 
are devoted their work life-long consecration, and 
bringing their task not only competent professional 
preparation, but personal zeal and interest which are 
strengthened and deepened motives religion, the 
products our schools are, believe, unworthy 
the teachers the noble self-sacrificing efforts which 
the Catholic people America have been making these 
hundred years and more behalf religious education.”

“very fine and all 
that” talk about what the 
teacher faces the first ses- 
sion the first day the 
new school year begins—as 
the new room comes 
order the new class files 
in; “very fine and all that” 
talk the future the 
race being 
that group boys and girls 
who marshal themselves be- 
fore the eye the peda- 
gogue—the destiny the 
nation the teacher’s hands 
—and on; and all true. But, splendid generali- 
ties aside, the teacher knows what 
Actually she faces two distinct 
daily task again and carry on, the other—the new 
pupil. “Boiled down bones” these really are 
the two dominant questions the teacher’s mind 
the first day the school the sum- 
mer’s vacation, howsoever has been spent (in 
little rest and recreation, let hope and trust!), 
she must once more resume the old grind lesson 
and recitation and discipline; task which, while 
refreshed and endowed with new interest 
the advent the new pupil, the same token 
likewise cqmplicated and made more difficult. 

never easy through. that first day; 
never easy for anyone, matter what their walk 
life may be, lay hand the plow again after 
having strolled from the furrow loaf the 
shady wood. Work any kind, when tackled im- 
mediately following play, bound seem 
more less like his new job appeared the college 
graduate who, his arival home, was sent the 
plowfield his farmer father. don’t see how 
you can expect hold the darn thing, with 
two big husky horses pulling away from all 
the time!” the young gentleman complained, al- 
most tears after the first round. 

some cases—or rather, might say, some 
degree, more less—the success the whole 
school year which now lies ahead will depend 
this first day. And the success the first day 
itself will depend great deal how our vacation 
has been spent. has truly been 
the mind vacated, for time least, all thought 
classroom routine, all speculation unsolved 
problems discipline, methods study, and on; 
if, short, the mind has been opened wide the 
refreshing airs rest and recreation, cleaned and 
newswept all the clutter and dust the daily 
grind the past year, then will come back 
the rostrum and the blackboard ready for anything; 
ready even for the more less disconcerting prob- 
lem the first day—and the new pupil. 

None wants play all the time; and there 
not one who, having “made the grade” 
the first day, does not really rejoice the resump- 
tion work, swinging into short order with 
zest and gusto. But even so, the first day still re- 
mains, grade made, with thousand and 
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one little tenuous threads vacationing 
daying clinging the back our minds—summer 
cobwebs, speak—pulling like the horses the 
college man the plow. And especially the 
first day trying the teacher who not only faces 
new group youthful charges, but who has not 
even the familiar scene other years give her 
background—the old room, the old desk, the old 
walls; the teacher who, fact, herself, one the 
new things the newly opening year. She 
stranger, set among strange fellow workers, 
strange community; and she faces her new class 
her new school, back the children ranged be- 
fore her she can almost physically sense that whole 
new community itself—its elders, its parents and 
guardians, and its pastor, eyeing her critically, spec- 
ulatively, ready make any and every demand 
her. 

isn’t easy, this first day, it? 

But, have already said, the very same and 
the chief factor which goes make these first days 
the new school year most difficult the factor 
which also makes them most interesting; the factor 
the new pupil. Here is, masse, lined 
before us—-and what he? What sort material 
prove for our moulding? Will 
harder handle than last year’s group 
bepuzzling and problematical “young animals” 
which, just one year ago, faced with the same 
speculation this new group does today? 
loves other teacher, the next 
the next town—or perhaps hundreds 
miles them today; and can smile 
that thought. For know now what those young- 
sters are, whatever their new teacher may think- 
ing about them ;—we know what ourselves have 
made them, and how grew love them and 
take pride them time passed, last year—after 
the first days! Well, may not smile again 
now, reminding ourselves that this year’s “crop” 
offers least even chance being loved and 
taken pride in—after the first 

the first contact between the new teacher 
and the new pupil that the element the teacher’s 
personality often plays its most vital part. Have 
you forgotten how, your own school days, the 
playgrounds and the corridors and the “way home” 
buzzed with childish whisperings you 
like her?” and “What you think the new 
the varying answers, the sum total 
which, whether for against, could always have 
been expressed the one word 
teacher’s personality? paraphrase certain words 
Brother Joseph Matthew, C., the teacher, 
successful, must above all, have personality. 
The teacher’s personal power alone will determine 
his achievement”; and quote: 

“Tet the teacher possess strong and winning individ- 
uality, and his teaching will glow with the power and 
warmth the personal touch, the life and core educa- 
tion. Emerson wrote his daughter: ‘It makes little 
difference what you study; all depends who your 
teacher is.’ Mark Hopkins the end log was the 
ideal college for Garfield. First, last, and always, genuine 
teaching personal thing. Two factors above all make 
the school—teacher and pupil. Their personal contact and 
the reactions therefrom are deepest and enduring con- 
sequence. What the teacher’s study not the child, the 


child’s not the teacher? Herein the keynote right 
education.” 
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the personality which the teacher reveals 
her new pupils this first day the new term 
one strength and frankness; the teacher looks 
into the faces her pupils today with open trust 
and honest kindness; if, short, she meets them 
“on the square,” the children will react: their native 
intuition will serve them there. But the teacher’s 
attitude begins, from the first day, suspicion and 
distrust, the youngsters will react that case, too 
and recoil. just the same measure that the 
teacher’s attitude the first day falls short good 
faith and honest confidence—and strength—so will 
the children back away and that much out 
her reach. 

“Whoever fails command the esteem affection, 
least the respect his charges ‘on the first day,’” 
would add here “should cut adrift seek more 
congenial vocation,” writes Brother Joseph Matthew. 
cannot anything with this young Socrates: 
‘he does not like me.’ The true teacher one whose 
company not shunned; the contrary, attracts, 
quickens, enriches and inspires. less learned 
than sympathetic, less talented than zealous, less instruc- 
tive than enthusiastic, but his character and manner 
exhale the fragrant sentiment the greatest all 
are friends’—he will make men and 
make them well. And this the aim will never lose 
sight of, the child’s vocation and destiny 
all respects and the highest degree man. His pupil’s 
success, like his own, will found the success his 
character—in his sacrifice and helpfulness, his inspira- 
tion his sympathy and cheerfulness. Such 
teachers, because close the heart childhood, have 
impart the central and deepest knowledge educa- 
cation, when the better versed subject-matter, the 
better skilled school technic, have been dismal failures.” 

But this question attitude, first day “attack,” 
not only extremely delicate 
one. Necessary friendliness and kindness are, 
will nevertheless fatal overdo these 
scores the least degree. Children are keen and 
highly sensitive. recall good woman who was 
for short time engaged welfare work our 
regiment overseas, but who failed—-failed totally, 
fact, the extent giving and going home. 
She came talk her problem over. never 
saw such hard outfit anything for!” she 
wept. can’t get within mile them. They 
won't have me. And yet I’ve done everything 
why, even told them the very first day came 
that they must all call ‘Mother.’” 

The poor soul had overdone, horribly. The men 
our regiment (as fine lot men’s men ever 
walked with guns) instinctively drew back, pulled 
away from her, wouldn’t have her. Yet they 
wanted and wouid have enjoyed and appreciated 
all that she would have done for them the way 
making their army life more agreeable, only 
she had known how about it. Those men, 
however, like all men, were reality only chil- 
dren grown large, their instincts and intuitions the 
same barracks overseas when they faced 
new teacher the first day school, the old days 
home,” long ago. new teacher who 
smiles too sweetly and too-long, who overdoes 
the welfare lady did, will seldom win answering 
smile from her charges. And why? The sharp 
the child detects instantly that that too- 
sweet and too-long-drawn-out smile the teacher’s 
face not genuine; born, not fellowship and 
leadership, but mistrust—of suspicion that 
these youngsters are not really what they seem, 


all starched and clean new pinafores and jackets, 
but potential forces trouble and treachery which 
must won over with guile. the teacher 
said, “You can’t fool me!” But you can’t fool 
child; that smile overdoing the child senses 
something unreal, and afraid. else 
senses fear, and instanter the primitive him 
alert and ready for the chase. Intuitively feels 
that smile lurks the eye spying, the 
tongue distrust and harangue, the spirit 
tyranny. And, that first glance, perhaps, the age- 
old enmity between teacher and child silently 
sworn anew. Days trouble are ahead. 


meet the child equal ground, yet always 
hold reserve the elder’s right, and still never 
patronize; these are difficult and delicate things 
achieve; things, one almost tempted say, im- 
possible learn how do. They must come 
acquired the special grace 
God. That where vocation comes in; and that 
where religious training ought come in, too, de- 
veloping personality more surely than any other 
training; for, Father Boyle, Pittsburgh, has 
said (perhaps slightly warning voice?): 

almost impossible that personality should de- 
velop and increase under regimen where account 
taken it, and where the objective dull formalism, 
that makes those who are subjected it, think alike, 
and feel alike, and even their physical features, bear 
resemblance each other. the personality our 
religious. teachers, have asset which must 
way imperil. Christian culture, the product 
religious rule life, personal culture,—the culture 
individual personality. The religious rule 
native equipment men and women and carries along 
logical development that fullness which each 
capable.” 

The shades and nuances the relationship be- 
tween the elder and the younger, the teacher and 
the child, especially first acquaintance, are in- 
finite. heard lad eleven complain his 
mother about home-returned uncle, just back from 
the war. “But mama,” the kiddie protested, “he 
(“Tries you note?) But when the devoted 
uncle heard that, couldn’t “get” all. took 
him some time sce the mistake had made: 
deliberately and perhaps bit 
ostentatiously stepping down from the height his 
mature superiority, the level—and the inferred 
inferiority—of the youngster. And the youngster, 
wanting really all the time worship and heroize 
the uncle “home from the wars,” re- 
sented the patronizing. the same time would 
have been, doubt, equally mistaken for that 
man talk his young nephew the child were 
man—that is, pretending was man, and re- 
vealing the pretense. child would have caught 
that too. How fine and delicate all And 
the teacher’s daily problem, this relationship be- 
tween old and young; though course, there 
danger dwelling too much it, becoming 
too obviously conscious the need circumspec- 
tion and tact. That way, tact disappears, and 
arrive back where began, the unnatural, the 
too-sweet and the too-long-drawn-out smile. 

What the teacher brings the classroom the 
first day will great part determine what the chil- 
dren will take out the last day. winning 
personality, strong, positive, straightforward, yet 
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kind, sympathetic and understanding, 
teacher’s gift, then much already accompilshed. 
But this only beginning. There must other 
definite and tangible factors brought into play 
impress the children this new class ours, tak- 
ing firm hold their minds from the first mo- 
ment contact. 

“At the opening school,” writes Father Fitzgerald, 
Hartford, Conn., “blackboards, crayon, paper, pencils, 
pens, ink, ready for immediate use. Lack 
forethought entails waste time and menace 
discipline. Movements and from the blackboards, 
and from recitation classes, the distribution books and 
material should performed accordance with definite 
plan. Order arrangement books and papers, cleanli- 
ness desks and classroom, neatness all written work, 
must insisted upon from the beginning.....Given right 
material conditions, the teacher’s first efforts will di- 
rected reduce system and order many possible 
the routine details his class-work, that the pur- 
pose for which the school exists may attained quickly 
and completely. ‘The more details our daily life,’ says 
Professor James, ‘we can hand over the custody 
automatism, the more our higher powers mind will 
set free for their own proper work.’ These details once 
planned carefully and intelligently, must put into im- 
mediate execution and suffer exception until they be- 
come automatic the part the pupils. The whole 
should sacred order.” 

This order must begin the first day; and one 
the best ways starting and insuring its con- 
tinuance carefully thought out program. Such 
program, arranging the daily routine classes, 
the time they are called, the time alloted 
them, the sequence them, into effect 
the first day the new school year. matter 
what readjustments may prove necessary later, let 
there set program put into operation the first 
day. only that, but the program should 
displayed before the pupils, kept the black- 
board before their eyes, and made, effect, their 
rule life school. Time will saved this way, 
confusion avoided, order established from the word 
go; and, without word being said, the children 
will thus learn daily lessons punctuality, obedi- 
ence, respect for authority. But this program must 
one the factors the first day, not mere sec- 
ond thought, dragged later restore order 
after order lost. This, course, may accomplish 
some degree; but its true value lies being put 
us@ the psychological moment—which the 
first moment, the first day. 

the 1917 meeting the Catholic Educational 
Association, discussing paper character for- 
mation, one the Christian Brothers present 
(Brother James, Salle College, Philadel- 
phia), made the remark that “there contagious- 
ness character that surely affects individuals 
coming contact with “And where,” asked, 
“is there closer contact, where more direct 
effective influence exercised than that existing be- 
tween the teacher and the pupil?” And when, 
might aptly add, make special point for our 
will that influence ever have 
better chance playing its part than when the 
contact begins the first day the school year? 

This brings back again the question per- 
sonality; which reminds that, the state 
New York, set down the prescribed course 
study that only those teachers who have strong 
personality character are recommended. 
“The personality the teacher,” read, “is the 
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utmost importance, for his poise, self control, ideals 
and attitude toward life are inevitably reflected 
his “The teacher, then,” quote Brother 
James further, should person “of strong, 
absorbing, positive personality.” the very 
first paraphrase again: 

“he the ideal—the exemplar, the living model for 
the pupils before whom stands. the school itself. 
those pupils tender years farther advanced 
the road life,.they are all receptive mood, period 
plasticity and adjustment. are ready drink 
every word, imitate every action, think the teacher 
thinks, live the teacher lives.

What texts use our classes matters considerably, and 
select the best, the teacher should familiar with many. 
word about few especially helpful here offered the 
English teacher whose bookcase all meagre. 

Nothing need said Briggs and McKinney’s books 
Composition, nor Brook’s practical little books the 
same subject, they are already the hands most teach- 
ers. Not well known perhaps are Canby and Opdycke’s 
Good English for the first years high school, and Elements 
Composition for the later years. Both are excellent and 
they deserve more than passing examination when new 
text being considered. 

only the titles several Noble and 
publications recommend them and ensure their de- 
mand. There are the “1600 Drill Exercises Corrective 
English” and “1200 Graded Sentences for and 
“Graded Exercises Punctuation and Use Capitals”. 
These furnish copious exercises for ten-minute reviews. 
Much more tempting, however, the busy teacher are the 
Fine “Outlines English Literature for Mr.

Another helpful book “Prose Types Newman”, Fr. 
This book especially useful for 
seniors furnishes type forms and principles for thor- 
ough review Narration, Description, Exposition, Argumen- 
tation, and Persuasion. The systematic arrangement the 
work very desirable feature. Concise, but comprehensive 
topical outlines the five characteristic forms discourse 
are found the end the literary types selected for read- 
ing and study. These selections number thirty: five types 
Narration, seven Description, eight Exposition, five 
Argumentation, and five Persuasion. Preceding each 
group extracts, the outlined topics are considered more 
detail. For example, before the narrative group, the topics 
the outline Narration are defined and discussed, thus 
providing the student with matter for review the prin- 
ciples rhetoric well furnishing him “with compact 
critical apparatus for ready use” the systematic study 
the principles exemplified the selected types. 
and Studies”, which bear particular manner the prin- 
ciples and methods the forms discourse which they 
belong follow every selection. These are suggestive, their 
value consisting the fact that they point out method 
study and “open the instructor the way still further 
questioning and analysis along similar ‘Prose Types 
Newman” sold Schwartz, Kirwin, and Fauss.

Rhetoric defined simply “the study how compose 
English the best possible Ninety pages are given 
the theory the ten qualities good English.

The forms discourse, 
letters, versification, grammar, spelling, and punctuation also 
receive attention. After the copious exercises come two ep- 
pendices worthy note. the first suggested lesson assign- 
ments for the autumn, winter, and spring terms are given.

Pitfalls Avoided. 

The generation with which are dealing critical 
generation, disposed question and, verify the statements 
which invited give assent. Though occasionally this 
attitude mind may degenerate into pure sophistication and 
general aversion all authoritative teaching, itself 
not evil, but must taken into account and reckoned 
with the religious teacher lest through lack adjustment 
the prevailing mentality injure the cause religion. 
quite plain that class pupils, infected the spirit 
doubt and sure later life assailed all the argu- 
ments which infidelity able muster, must faced and 
treated different manner than audience that possesses 
simple, unquestioning and guileless faith and that never 
will subjected serious its religious convictions. 

The latter fortunate condition longer exists anywhere 
this country. Newspapers and magazines 
credulity and disbelief. The faithful living this intellectual 
atmosphere cannot entirely escape the contagion. Even 
they not doubt the foundations faith, they question 
certain individual statements about matters which are pub- 
licly and unreservedly discussed the daily press. Nothing 
but what well founded faith and strongly substantiated 
convincing proof can resist this persistent onslaught. 

For the religious teacher follows from this state 
affairs, which are not any way lamenting, that must 
exercise great prudence and caution his instructions and 
that must carefully refrain from making assertions that 
have not sufficient warrant revelation reason. Great 
discernment and wary reserve are particularly necessary 
respect the legendary and such problems lie the bor- 
derland between faith and science. there are conflicts be- 
tween theologians and scientists because either the one 
group the other has transgressed the limits its respec- 
tive jurisdiction. The popular teacher often tempted 
make statements that have adequate foundation fact. 
more daring and bolder his dogmatism than the 
scholar who puts forth the results his own research and 
who inclined distrust his arguments. The religious 
teacher likewise quicker claim that proposition 
faith than theologian who trained weigh his proofs 
very carefully and who fully realizes that evidence rarely 
achieved where the church has not explicitly spoken. 

The only safe course for the religious teacher con- 
fine himself that which certainly belongs the deposit 
faith. goes beyond that ventures uncharted 
seas and may very easily come grief. that matter 
ought well informed that there little danger that 
overstates the case. will well very severe 
and exacting the choice the books which uses the 
preparation his lesons. the literature popular ex- 
position Christian doctrine there much that inferior 
value and that cannot followed with safety. 

take that the teacher sure his ground. 
knows precisely what the church teaches. That will put 
before his pupils clear and unequivocal manner. Mere 
theological opinions interpretations Scripture that are 
not backed the consensus the church must under 
circumstances set forth being part and parcel the 
deposit Where this imprudently done harm 
certain ensue. such cases the seeds future mental 
conflicts are sown the minds the pupils. Prudent re- 
straint the part the teacher will save the pupil from 
agonies doubt and possibly from shipwreck faith.

The age the world has not been defined the 
church nor can deduced with any degree certitude 
from biblical data. Yet hear asserted that the world 
about six thousand years old. teacher his religious 
instructions gives this version his pupils, but neglects 
make them see clearly that this not matter faith. 
From such inaccuracy great evil may follow. Some these 
pupils will they advance years read what science has 
say this subject. They will then discover that the state- 
ment made the teacher concerning the antiquity the 
world has not shred evidence recommend it. What 
will the mental reaction this disconcerting discovery? 
The young man young woman, subjected this unpleas- 
ant experience, will feel They will be- 
wildered and perplexed. wave anger that they have 
been duped and trifled with will swell their hearts and 
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surge through their agitated breasts. Not being able 
distinguish between the authoritative teaching the church 
and private opinions the teacher their faith will receive 
rude jolt that may completely unsettle they may feel 
ashamed faith that burdened with things that have 
been disposed science. Rightly French philosopher 
has said: “The blunders our teachers and educators con- 
stitute the tragedies our later life. Thus the bungling 
accuracy religious teacher may the cause loss 
faith, tormenting agonies doubt, poignant mental 
conflicts and other sad moral tragedies.” 

Such eventualities can avoided prudence and tact. 
the example mentioned the teacher will satisfied 
say that all the Bible intends convey that the world and 
everything holds its wide expanse created God. 
may then add that the date the beginning the world 
can only tentatively fixed from rather fragmentary 
chronological indications and that the Bible leaves this ques- 
tion settled science. Such statement will 
full accord with the truth; will leave margin that may 
filled eventual scientific discoveries and will forestall 
any possibility mental difficulties. With the more ad- 
vanced pupils the teacher may enter into fuller details, re- 
membering, however, that teaching religion and not giving 
class geology. The main thing that says nothing 
that has not the church’s sanction goes beyond the 
teaching the church that makes quite plain that 

will take another instance. teacher should make 
his class the imprudent assertion that the deluge covered 
the whole world would preparing future mental troubles 
for his pupils; for the time bound come when they will 
realize all the enormous difficulties that beset such theory.

giving out the word God what only the word 
man invite ridicule and heap disgrace our holy 
furnish, moreover, the enemies our faith 
convenient point attack. Let leave the edifice faith 
its chaste beauty and superb purity outline. Thus 
will delight the mental eye and impregnable against 
assault. The gargoyles human opinion plastered over its 
austere architecture will only disfigure and mar its impres- 
sive beauty and weaken against attack. 

Imprudent zeal the religious teacher inaccurate 
knowledge cause far more harm then are prepared 
think. Hazy notions with regard religious matters in- 
variably produce doubt and mental unrest. But hazy notions 
are the inevitable outcome inexact teaching. many 
cases can trace the fierce mental misgivings that assail 
the mature mind the slovenly and slipshod lessons received 
chief. will lead teacher supplement the word God 
and fill out what regards undesirable gaps. will 
induce him overlay the simple pattern revelation with 
embroideries human invention. And later these foolish 
embroideries are removed the underlying pattern likely 
suffer. 

Only who occupies elevated point that commands the 
neighborhood can clearly discern the various boundaries that 
mark field from field. Visualizing all the intersecting 
lines and landmarks can speak them distinctly and 
without hesitation. who has direct vision but only 
blurred memory the situation speaks haltingly and with 
confusion. Thus also the religious teacher can only teach 
with assurance and clearness, possesses com- 
prehensive knowledge that allows him handle his matter 
sovereign and masterly way. But even meager and scant 
knowledge will not dangerous provided exact and 
accurate. Let this absolute rule: Never mention 
one and the same breath what faith and what merely 
matter human opinion. this rule observed confu- 
sion the minds the pupils will avoided 
will safeguarded against doubt and spared many mental 
struggles.
